Find Many Need* 


But in the earlier discussion 


commissioners found no troubli 
in .-unfolding.* need-for the antici- 
pated revenue. 
In fact, 
they 


charted an .imposing1 list of im 
provements, some of which they 
labeled "urgent" and some which 
they said would improve this 
community and in the long-range 
view, make it even more desirable 
as a shopping and residential cen 
ter. 


Here were some of the projects 


proposed informally and for which 
cost estimates were unofficial: 
Repairs of curbs, $80,000; addi- 
tional equipment at the sewage 
disposal plant (labeled a "must") 
?15,000; modern street lighting $100,- 
000; off-street parxlng lots, $50,- 
000; end loader 'for the city gar- 
bage dump (a "must" item) $16,- 
000; repairs to the city hall, ?15,- 
000; repairs and lighting on the 
Peoria Avenue bridge, 
$20,000. 


That totaled $296,000. 


Balanced against that 
figure 


was the estimated city tax reve- 
nue of $220,000 over a two-year 
period. 


Want Public Opinion 


But underlying most of the de- 


bate was the ogre of public opin- 
ion. It appeared that the coun- 
cilmen, the majority 
of whom 


favor the sales tax, would ask 
local residents to face some bud- 
getary facts. 
At present, and in 


the anticipated future, there's no 
extra money for the aforemen- 
tioned improvements. 
Thus the 


city, if it is to get them, will need a 
bond issue for at least a sizeable 
portion of the full amount or im 
pose the city sales tax. 


It was apparent last night that 


much of the opinion on the sales 
tax was received from business- 
men. ' There was little, if any, 
from the "gu> in the street." the 
purchaser

Plan Pageant 


The-highlight of the afternoon 


will be a pageant aj: 1:30 o'clock 
at the school. It will depict the 
story of Woosung from its settle- 
ment by three sea captains in 1855. 


The village, which was a busy 


trading center for farmers over a 
wide area in the old days, was 
founded by Samuel A. Brimble- 
corn, Harvey Roundy and John H. 
Anderson. They had met in China, 
and decided to come to America 
and settle down. They arrived in 
1855 and were advised to find land 
in the "far western" country of 
Illinois. 


They were impressed with the 


rolling prairies between Dixon and 
Polo, and bought 2.480 acres of 
land and started making improve 
ments. 
The country reminded 


them of the land near Woosung, 
China, and they gave it that name, 
which means "Haven of Rest." 


A 10-acre tract war set aside 


for a park. 
A school house was 


built on the east side of the park, 
and Captain Roundy built a 32- 
room brick house on the west side 
of 
the 
park. 
Captain Samuel 


Brimblecorn built a house on the 
south side of the park, while Cap- 
tain Anderson bought -100 acres of 


i land northeast of the village and 


built a large colonial-type house, 
known to everyone as "The Farm 
House." 


In the nineties Woosung served 


the people for miles around. 
It 


had two elevators and a grist mill, 
two stores, coal and lumber yard, 
?. large implement building, black- 
smith and wagon shop and butcher 
shop. 


Todav the village includes neat 


homes, a school, a church, a lum- 
ber and coal business, a. post of- 
fice and a grocery store.

Soviet Premier 
Doesn't Reject 
Ike's Proposal 


MOSCOW ifh-Premier Bulganin 


said today his government will con- 
tinueto study President Eisenhow- 
er'» proposal for an exchange of 
military information and mutual 
aerial inspection. 


Bulganin told the Supreme So- 


viet that .Soviet Russia naturally 
prefers its own disarmament pro- 
posal but nevertheless will not re- 
fuse 
to consider other sincere 


plan*. 


In this connection he said Eisen- 


hower's proposal still is under con- 
sideration. The Soviet Union is try. 
ing to find ways to get the posi- 
tions of the two sides closer to- 
gether and find agreement, the 
Premier asserted. 


- Thursday Bulganin told the. Su- 
preme. Soviet President Eisenhow- 
er's plan would be ineffective "be- 
cause our two countries comprise 
-vast areas on which, if it were de- 
sired, one could hide anything one 
wanted to." The 1,500 deputies burst 
into laughter at this. 


The statement Thursday was 


taken as a rejection of the plan. 


But President Eisenhower said 


later he did not feel Bulganin had 
closed the door to agreement on 
disarmament. Eisenhower said the 
United States will consider sympa- 
thetically Russian proposals along 
the same line with a determination 
to find a solution fair to both sides.

Communist motives in these matters must necessarily 


be secondary, but they are not unimportant. 


The best informed guesses of our experts suggest that 


the move, like any the Chinese may make affecting U. S., 
civilian prisoners, is part of the new "mood music" Commu- j 
nists everywhere are playing.

The music was most elaborately orchestrated at Geneva, j 


The Reds spoke often of peace and an easing of tensions, j 
Their tone was steadily civil. The. usual sneers and snarls 
were missing. 


But while the Communist attitude seemed to offer some j 


encouragement, there were no concrete deeds. The promise j 
has been given no substance. Only future parleys will tell 
whether the Russians seriously intend doing anything to end 
the cold war. 


So it is'with Peiping. We who value every human me 


are glad that our men are being released. But freeing them 
is not an act of substance on Red China's part. We can give 
the Reds no credit for leasing men they had no right to im- 
prison in the first place. 


Peiping has the same chance Moscow has to demonstrate 


that it is sincerely concerned with easing tensions. The heart 
of Asian difficulties surrounds Red China's aggressive am- 
bitions toward Formosa and Indochina and the rest of south- 
cast Asia. That is where the easing must take place. 


Even though Communist China's action had results most 


satisfying to us. the Reds did not use either honest or polite 
language in announcing the move. 


This could mean Peiping is cockier and in less concilia- 


tory mood than Moscow. Or it could mea'n this younger 
Red regime is marked by brash bad manners and is not 
wholly capable of the diplomatic civilities. 


It should not be too long before we find out commu- 


nism's real intentions in this most determined "peace" drive 
of thfe postwar era. The free world is looking anxiously for 
signs of real substance. The Reds must soon show what they 
have to deliver:

air force personnel in what amounted to promotional efforts. 


This was inexcusable, and shows that Talbott failed to 


understand the full nature of his responsibilities. So it is 
that President Eisenhower, while praising Talbott for his able 
service to the government, said he made the "right" decision 
in resigning. 


Talbott's unhappy experience may have value if it serves 


as a sharp reminder to others what the standards of public 
behavior must be.

Watch Out for 
Heat Illness 
This Summer 


Be careful these hot summer 


days not to overdo on some of your 
farm jobs. O. L. Hogsett. Univer- 
sity extension safety specialist, 
says that high temperatures and 
the summer rush of farm work 
make it easy for you to be over- 
come by heat illness. 


Sunstroke follows prolonged ex- 


posure to the sun. Heat stroke re- 
sults from excessive heat with or 
without exposure to the sun. The 
effects are the same, and either 
may be fatal. 
- Symptoms of sunstroke, are hot 
and dry skin', red face, shooting 
headache, delirium and. in severe 
cases, possible unconsciousness. 


To treat for sun stroke, move the 


•victim to the shade, undress to 
underwear, place 
in semisitting 


position, apply ice pack or cold 
wet cloths to head, gently spray 
cool water over body and give 
cold (not ice) water to dnnk. Get 
him to a doctor or hospital as soon 
as possible. 


With heat exhaustion, the vic- 


tim's skin is cold and clammy, his 
face pale, he has a dull headache, 
dizzy feeling and may vomit. 


To treat, move him to circulat- 


ing air, place him flat on his back 
with head low, loosen his clothing, 
keep him warm with blankets, and 
give him hot coffee or one teaspoon 
of salt to a glass of water. Get tn> 
patient to a doctor or hospital as 
soon as possible. 


Prevention is by far the best 


cure for sunstroke or heat exhaus- 
tion, but you should know what to 
do if it does hit vou.

We say to her: "My dear, your promise not to use our house ayain 


to entertain your friend has not corrected your mistake. The mistake 
was in disobeying your parents secretly. Are you willing to tell them 
that you did?" If you are— and you want me to. I'll go with you when 
you tell them I'll do all T can to help them see how brave you are so 
that you can all use the truth to understand each other better." 


If Diane refuses, what then? Do we go ahead ourselves—and tell 


the truth for her to her parents? 


I wouldn't myself. I would consider tha.t I had fulfilled my duty 


to my neighbor's" adolescent child by exposing her problem to her — • 
and offering my support to its correction. 


But I'd certainly begin to think about duty to myself. I'd say to 


myself. "Are you prepared to train this neglected girl in responsibility? 
Because if you're not, you'd better get another baby-sitter."

Other mil- 
lions of Americans would, rather 
than profane their lips with liquor 
choose instead to drink the same 


number of glasses of raw lye. Well, 
as the fellow says, that'* what 
makes this country great — dif- 
ference of opinion. 


Wally Seid is the man in the

Dam Approval 
Hell's Canyon Project to 
Be National Issue, Claim 


WASHINGTON W — Democratic 


senators assailed bitterly today 
the Federal Power Commission's 
action in approving * privately fin- 
anced hydroelectric project In the 
HelTa Canyon area. 


The Democrat* indicated they in- 


tend to mak* a national issue, 1! 
possible, of the commission's grant 
to the Idaho Power Co. of author- 
ity to build three power dams. 
These would flood the site of a 
proposed federal Hell's Canyon 
dam on the Snake River border 
between Idaho and Oregon. 


Public power advocates have 


been 
trying unsuccessfully 
for 


years to have Congress authorize 
a single, high-level dam in the 
canyon as a federal project They 
have contended the private devel- 
opment would not make full use of 
the potential. 


Will "Corrode" 


Sen. Kerr (D-Okla) predicted 


that by the time the Democratic- 
controlled Congress gets through 


•with it, the commission's order 
"will be corroding in the same 
graveyard where the Dixon-Yates 
contract reposes." 


Sen. Magnusen (D-Wash) called 


it "a complete sell-out of God- 
given resources to the private pow- 
er lobby." 


Sen. Humphrey 
(D-Minn) said 


in a separate interview the FPC 
action 
announced 
Thursday "is 


just another example of the fact 
that this administration waits un- 
til Congress is away to uncork its 
special interests packages." 


Denys "Timing" 


FPC Chairman Jerome H. Kuy- 


kendall denied that the announce- 
ment was purposely withheld until 
Congress adjourned. He said it was 
processed "in regular shape." 


In its unanimous decision to give 


Idaho Power a 50-year license to 
build the Brownlee, Oxbow and 
Low Hell's Canyon dams, the com- 
mission said its order "will pre- 
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elude a federally constructed sin- 
gle high dam" at the site. 


• The commission said it has con- 
cluded that if financing, construc- 
tion and operation of the differing 
proposals were carried on by the 
same entity "the ratio of power 
benefits to power costs of the three 
dam plan is greater than that for 
the one-dame plan . . ." 


Officials of the National Hell's

NEW YORK MB— 'In a business 


boom it's hard to spot the point 
where soundness ends and excess 
begins. The ordinary man never 
notes inflation in its wind-up stage. 
He becomes aware of it only after 
t beans him with a rise in his 
cost of living. 


But the nation's monetary lead- 


ers think they've spotted inflation 
warming up and are moving- today 
to forestall its hurling a bean ball. 


That's why they are boosting in- 


:erest rates, tightening the supply 
of credit, taking some- of the ex- 
treme ease out of mortgages, and 
Irowning on any tendency to run- 
away speculation in the stock mar- 
ket. 


Fear Credit Inflation 


What the administration and 


ranking leaders seem to fear isn't 
price Inflation, now showing up in 
ndustrial materials, but credit in- 
flation. Times are good and if busi- 
ness doesn't cross the line where 
soundness ends and excess begins, 
times will stay that way. 


The Federal Reserve banks are 


raising the rates at which they'll 
end money to member banks, and, 
at the sam« time are keeping a 
tight rein on the supply of money 
available for banks to lend to bus- 
iness. 


The commercial banKs are rais- 


ing the interest rates on their 
loana to business—and just at the 
time when the volume of such 
loans is starting to rise toward its 
usual fall peak. 


Government agencies are curb 


ing no-down-payment, long-t e r m 
mortgages. Banking leaders cau- 
tion against laxity in extending 
consumer credit. 


The Federal Reserve frankly says 


its aims are to "discourage excess 
borrowing and protect the buying 
power of the dollar." 


Bank economists add their words 


of caution. The Northern Trust Co. 
of Chicago warns against: Ac- 
cumulation of excessive invento- 
ries; over-building of homes, fac- 
tories or commercial structures; 
and a speculative rise in prices of 
commodities or securities. It ad- 
mits that it's hard to spot the point 
where danger starts, since "a de- 
cision to buy or build may seem 
perfectly reasonable in the indi- 
vidual case." 


The First National City Bank of 


New York wonders "whether a 
wage-price spiral is setting in that 
will be accompanied by heavy in- 
ventory accumulation, and there- 
fore by a temporary inflation of 
demand, followed inevitably by a 
reaction." 


But bankers are notoriously a 


cautious breed. 


Businessmen these days are con- 


centrating attention on all the 
proofs that times are good. 


The nation's output of goods and 


services is at a record high. So 
are the totals of personal income 
and consumer spending—and con- 
sumer Tjorrowing. 


Business is expanding its plans 


to build more plants and buy more 
equipment. The total volume of 
personal savings continues to rise 
—although the rate of saving has 
dropped. The traditional summer 
slump in business is unusually mild 
this year. 


All this adds up, in the minds of 


most businessmen, to a sound eco- 
nomic situation. They leave it to 
the bankers to worry about the 
point where soundness ends and 
excess begins.
